(Fer steamship Dakota.) 

At Bristol a prisouer uiunoil Lewis 
■was cbiugcHl with felony but tho 
Grand Jiuy dicl not considor the evi- 
dence sulliuient to corvict, and they 
accoidiugly "cut" the bill. The Olerk 
of the Court, liowover, inadvertently 
included the indictment amongst tho 
"tiuo bills," and Mr. Lewis wns put 
upon his trial. Tho ovidonco, which 
bud failed to establish oven a "prima 
facie" case in the opinion of the Grand 
Jury, was sufiScient to satisfy the potty 
jury of Mr. Liowia' fjuilt, and he was 
oonvicLed, luid received a sentence of 
twelve mouths' imprisonment. The 
flaw was not discovered until ho had 
been in gaol for three days and had 
undergone the indignity of cropping. 
Mr. Lewis waa brought up and di«- 
cliarged. Ho threaieus to bring an 
action for defamation of character.

Tell my dear siBtors 
I am thinking aiid praying for them." 

The Liverpool I'ouricr says that one 
million and a half of deposits in the Liv- 
erpool yaviugs JJauk show that there is 
after all a good deal of provident habits 
among the working classes. 

Tho two young men who gave a coat of 
blue pnint to tlio late Lord Derby's Btalae 
at Preston reoontly are to be allowed to 
escape punishnient if they plead guilty at 
Quarter Sea.-ionH, piiy all expi'iises, and 
enter into recognizances to come up for 
judgment wbea called upon. 

The floods throughout England are 
unabated. Tho damage to property 
will be enormous. A rougli estimalo 
puts tho loss oil tho banks of the 
Thames alone at about hidf ii million. 
The gales aiso continue. They worose- 
verly felt at Douglas, Isle of Man . The 
harbour works sustained ninch dam- 
age, and soveral of tlie main thorough- 
fares were llooded.

A Toothpick Plantation. 

I wont down to Smyrna last week to 
look at a horso. As I was riding along 
tho road with Major Barry we passed a 
couple of fields that were filled with such 
a wild, tangled confusion of bushes that 
they resembled a jungle. 

'■'That," said the Major, "is Morrihew's 
Tolitlipick Plantation." 
"I don't understand." 
"You see, Morrihew owned that farm, 
and lie got along well enough until one. 
day an idea struck him. lie eanio to me 
anil ho Baul: 'Barry, I've got tlio higgo.st 
idea ycju over heard of. J5arry,' says ho. 
'there are about eight million men in this 
country, aint there? Well, how many 
toothpicks does each man use in a year ? 
Say four a month, on an average; that's 
about fifty a year apiece, or four hundred 
millions a year for tho whole nation. Now, 
what is the be.'it toothpick iu the woil l? 
It's a thorn — .say two inches long, hard, 
smooth, with a sharp iwiiit, and not like- 
ly to break. I'vo »;ota bush full of them 
on my place, and I'm going to grow 'eui, 
fill tho wh(do farm with 'em, introduce 
'em to the trade, and make my fortune.' " 
"So, sure enout^li, Merriliew went to 
worK aud sowed aliout one hundred and 
Boventy-livo acres iu those thorn bu-lii's, 
nud tho next summer no liad the awfule--! 
crop of 'em you ever saw— tilled t!ie wiiole 
place. When tho tlioins were grown, 
Merrihew employed tweuty men to pick 
'em. It took 'em about a month at two 
dollars a day for each man. Tliat was one 
thouaaud dollars. Then ho got the tooth- 
picks tied lip in bundles, and ho sent 'eni 
to the city. After shinniug around for 
live or six weeks trying in vain to fell 'em 
a mau offered him forty dollars for the lot, 
and he aocopted the bid. 

"The forty doUors just paid his board 
hill and carried him home. Two days 
afterward tho man had him arrested fur 
fraud, becauae tho toothpicks poisoncl 
the months of his cnstoniL-rs, and tho 
court made him refund the money and 
pay tho costs. By tho time the case was 
settled the thorn bushes had grown so 
fast that an elephant clad in sUoet-iron 
couldn't have made his way through one 
of tho fields; aud wbeu Merrihew got some 
of his friends to come out and advise him 
what to do; they decided that it would 
cost more to clear olT the land lhan tho 
property was worth, auTi th; y counsel. -d 
him to iet it alone. Ho he did, auil now 
he is driving a mule team for a man in 
Bmjrna at a dollar and a half a day, ami 
the toothpick plantation is going to f-eed. 
The very sight of a toothjnck sets Mer- 
rihew crazy, and it's no wonder, is it'.'"

Merrihow wanl.s to 
sell out."

THE APPROA.CHINQ SISSIOK. 

Tbo Legislature which will assemble in 
this City oa the 2l8t iust. for the <lispntcli 
of busineaa -will, we think, have a Kliort 
but eventful seBsion. The vacanoios thai 
httve occurred during the roccss have 
both been filled by the return of Govern, 
ment supporters. From ouo di.striot a 
Government supporter will tulio tho Feat 
fiUod by an Opposilioiiist last, session. To 
oflset this gain tho Governiucut hnvo lo^l 
a veto by tho retirement from the Cfthinet 
of Mr. Humphreys; but to raeofc this loss 
again they will receive the warm support 
of two membors— one of whom voted cou- 
Biatently with tbe Opposition last session; 
the other acted independently. Wo spouk 
within the mark when we f-ny that tbo 
Ministry will meet the Houso with a ma- 
jority of from four to six votoa on nvery 
question. Tho public work is well ad- 
vanced and the MiIli^t^y will have their 
measures in ronaiuess to lay before the 
House immediately upon its assembling, 
so that no delay in legislation need oc- 
cur. Tho most important (ines'ion to 
como before tho House will be that of the 
Kailway. That ciuestiou, indeed, over- 
shadows and dwarfs all olhorejand with it 
once diriposed of there will bo 
scarcely anytliing more to be said. Tlio 
Bbapo in wliioli tlie n)atter will reach tho 
HoU!-e depends on Mio exi'oetcd ili.-pntcli 
from Lord Caraarvou. Noitbcr House nor 
country will tamely enturtain a j)! opo.si- 
tion to postpone railway conttrueiiou for 
an indefinite period; but with 
tho assurance from the Colonial OfHce of 
the early commoucoiueiit of tlio main 
lino, and tho substitution of a mouo.y 
compensation for tho Island line sulli- 
cient in amount, with the lands, to se- 
cure its construction by a company, no 
difficulty will be exp[riouc(d in rccon- 
oiling both Hoiiho and oouutry to tho 
meoeptance of at least tho spirit of the 
Carnarvon Terms. 

RE VAC GIN ATION. 



The recentontbrenk of smallpox in Lon- 
don hat stimulated an inquiry into the 
cause of the spiead of the disease in a 
country where vaccination iscompulsory. 
and where penalties are imposed ou pei- 
sons neglecting or refu.sing to comply 
with the Act. lu one week there were 
admitted to London smallpox hospitals 
C96 patients, 75 of whom died. It was 
deemed wo. I.iiy of remark that many of 
the patients had been vaccinated in in- 
fancy, and that immunity from at- 
tack supposed to be consequent upon 
vaccination had failed with tliem; al- 
though there is this to be said, that the 
aUghtly affected patients were indebted to 
Tacciuation in early life for tbe general 
mildness of the attack. As we have eaiil. 
the circuinstanco of the outbreak in a 
country where 95 per cent, of tho chil- 
dren born are duly vacrunuteil , was con- 
•idered so remarkable that scicntilic men 
Bet to work to nsccrtain tlji; caiiso. 'llicy 
roporl as the resnlt of their dclibcralions 
that a tingle vueoiuation does not furnish 
full protection from an atlaekof the small 
poi ; that a child may bo vaccinated and 
tha virus may "take" perfectly; yet when 
that child reaches the age of puberty the 
obaoges that take place in his or her sys- 
tem are such as in most cases to render 
re-Taocioation necessary. Of course a loud 
call is made on the Govsrnmont to bring 
in B Bill to render a second vacciiiatiun 
compulsory as tho only effectual means of 
stamping out the disease entirely. The 
London Timeii of llm 25lh Deci-mbi-r has 
an article on the bubjeol which wo (Mini- 
meud to tho att'.-ui ion of tiio l'roviiio(K — 
"It is worthy of ediisiilcration by the 
Legislature whetlicr inea.Hures shoiiid not 
be taken to e.xtend the practice of that 
second vaccination at tl}o aL(n of piibi'ity 
which bus proved so cflica^-iiju-* in com- 
pleting tbo prolectiou wliicli is iilfi.rdcil 
by tho operation as porfonj.inl in (iarly 
childhood. There is now au ov(!rwiielm- 
ing amount of evidence tluit per.sons who 
have been re-vaccinated at or after tlui 
age of puberty ore at least as safe from 
6iuall-po.x during the vvlicdo of tho rest cf 
life as au attack of small \)us. itsulf woiihl 
render them; and the time is siucly coiiki 
wbeu an endeavor slionid li.i madu to ox- 
tend tliia benelit to I ho largo number of 
those who have boon only imperfectly 
vaccinated in infancy, and who are, per- 
haps, in nearly as much danger of euii- 
traotmg the (iisea-e, although probably iii 
far loss danger of dying of it, tloin if 
they bad never bci n vaccii;atcil at all." 
It was observed that many of the easoH 
that occurred m tl. is City (i ui-iii)^' ihi; re- 
cent onlbrcak were tlmsc of persons who 
had been va<H'iiiatcd in (Mcly cliililhooil, 
and who bad neglected ttio procauiion of 
rovacciuation. Pnblio opinion is lurdly 
BuQiciontly formed to be un p ircd lo inako 
rovaccination eompul.sory ; Init a gi (:al deal 
of disease might be averted if physiciany 
and others wore to impro-s upon tho 
minds of those who lean upon tbem lor 
advice the absolute necessity of a second 
Toocination.

Editor Colo'sist: — Your reflections and 
lirognoslications I coujider perfectly jus- 
tilied by ciruiimstaucos. I'irst of all, wo 
iind Mr. Maekeu/.ie visiting tho "Old 
Country" — os'.ensibly ou a vi.-^it of plox- 
snro to Ills native Sootlu'ul; but io reality 
his chief object is now understood to liavo 
boon to urgd upon Her Mijosty's Minis- 
ters tlio imperial duly towards Canada 
and the llaiiway which is us much an Im- 
perial as a Colonial work. Secondly, we 
1 ave .Mr. Blaku \i-,iting En,^land, o-itcn- 
.•^■ibly iu connection with international ex- 
tradition relations; but, iu reality, as it 
is believed in well-informed circles, for 
tho purpose of following up the important 
work 30 we'll begun by his chief. Thirdly, 
we have Mr. Sandford Fleming going 
"home," ostensibly on account of his 
wife's hptt'tli; but in reality, as it turns 
out, to malio the Colonial Olfieo practical- 
ly bis toadqnart -rs for promoting tho 
gri'at ongiiioering work so wisely entrust- 
ed to him. Fourthly, wo have emanating 
from tho Colonial OUico a jiajior seeking 
for information as to tho point ou our 
seaboard most favorable for the Railway 
terminus; and I submit that this paper is

"Well to Know." 

Editor Colonist: — Iu a recent issue ol 
your valuable daily you make the an- 
nouncement that "no English mail arriv- 
ed by tho Dakota," which statement I 
Icarii is ipiiie correct and sullieiontly 
brief. With your pormi-^sitjii, however, 
Mr. Editor, aud out of sympathy for 
those of our community necuatomed to 
receive intelligence from that quarter, 
and w ho may be led thereby to anticipate 
vainly, 1 will venture further for their 
information and assort that tho English 
mail never does arrive by tho Dakoia or 
the other i-teamer of that line. At least, 
tho exco[)tioii is so vory rare that I may 
bo tiuite jii.'-tdied ill attributing such to 
oveisighi rather than do^ign.

What is trne of tho English 
is al-io true of tho Canadian and Eastern 
U H. mails, the arrival of which by di- 
loct sleauier we are not accustomed to re 
gard as oven problematical. Tho reason 
IS obvious. We aro provided with a su 
porior eervice via (jverland, by which 
route the great bulk of our mails reach 
u-i, giving U3 daily communication to 
Portland, Ogn., and souji-weekly thence 
to Victoria, in tlirect opposition to whieii 
wo are actually assisting the Olymnia-San 
Francisco lino to the tuno of 004,(100 jmr 
aniiuiii. In hiimniing up it will naturally 
occur to the tbouglitfiil mind lo ask un 
der such circuinstances of what benefit i: 
point of mail accoin modatiou to British 
Columbia and tho D(nnioion at largo, is 
our subsidized direct mail service? I an 
swer emphaiically and without fear of rea- 
Bonablt} contradiction, none whatever.

Pasting Rioli on Forty Pounds a Year. 



When tho French Senate discuasod tho 
Budget of Worship, Monseignear Dupau- 
loup, in supporting auginontations pro- 
posed by tho committee, drew a melan- 
choly picture of the condition of tho 
French clergy. He complained that they 
were the poorest in Europe, aud that 
their buildings wore grievously dilapi- 
dated. 

Thousands of Communes, ho said, were 
without priosts. In twenty-soven dioceses 
out of the ninoty in Franco 1,933 were 
thus destitute, and other dioceses swelled 
tho number to 3,000. Aged priests were 
without any provision for superannuation. 
This psrsimouy toward religion was un- 
worthy of France. At tho very timo ■when 
tho country needed 3,403 additional 
priests, tho Chamber proposed to abolish 
300 Seminary Scholarships. This reduc- 
tion would be a Idow to tho poor, for 
aiuco tho Church had lost her posses.-ions 
f«wor of the rich outored Holy Orders, 
but the people remained faithful to her. 
The clergy remembered that they sorang 
from tha people, and Peter and Paul con 
soled them for the contempt they encoun- 
tered on oartli. 

Country schoolmastera are now paid 
1,000 francs per iC-.ir, thanks to au ati^;- 
mentation granted by the lato Aasombly, 
which was styled "The Catholic Assem- 
bly;" but the present Kepublican Cham- 
ber had refused to make a similar conces- 
sion to country priests. The latter could 
not live on 900 francs, and they actually 
died of want. In his diocese ho had lo "t, 
thiity throe priests iindor thirty-live years 
of ago. As for foes for private masses 
they were very ruro; and ho w.as forced 
to procure bis priests from distant coun- 
tiies. The supplementary allowances by 
municipalities were also becoming less 
and less frequent. As for the casual fiuis 
■with which the clergy were ofton twitted, 
tlicy were le.^s considerable than was sup- 
poscd. and thoy were indispensablo to the 
mninienanco of certain parishes. 

Even the situation of Paris was pitiable, 
la the parish of Ste. Marguerite, for in- 
stance, nine priests have to share the nine 
hundred francs accordotl by tho State. 
Vilkge priests, it was said, might bo as- 
sisted by the rich, but tho peasant did not 
like btiug indebted for his religion to the 
squire.
